Havana, March 
IS.—The

in a lair way to crush promptly thu 
incipient revolution which broke out 
in the province of Santa Clara Mon- 
day night. 


The insurgents are now completely 


surrounded by a cordon of upwards 
of 1000 rurales, but 
owing 
to 
the 


rugged character of the country it will 
Lie extremely difficult for the troops 
to come into close quarters with tlie 
insurgents. 


While the government still insists 


that the band consists of only eight 
men, it is alleged that the movement 
is far-reaching.

sponsible authority that Cortes, who 
is leading the insurgents, is accom- 
panied by fully 100 men mounted and 
well armed.

former Captain Levastida of the rural 
guard, who is believed to have been 
the principal instigator of the upris- 
ing. 
Lavastida was arrested Tues- 


day night by Major Arteaga *>£ the 
rural guard and was charged

conspiracy against the government. 
While on the .way to Remedios, under 
escort, Lavastida attempted 
to 
es- 


cape, whereupon Colonel Esgueava, in 
command of the 
escort, 
shot 
and 


killed him. 
Heretofore this has been 


a common method In Cuba of dealing 
with inconvenient prisoners. 


Lavastida was recently 
dismissed 


from the rural guard. 
He served 


with distinction in the Cuban war of 
Independence and had many friends in 
Santa Clara province, by whom his 
summary death will doubtless he bit- 
terly resented. 


According to an official statement 


given out at the palace Lavastida 
started the conspiracy against the 
government to secure political 
fa- 


vors by threats. 
It is allege;! that 


Cortes was irritable because he did 
not receive a commission in the army, 
and Lavastida induced him to take the 
lield by representations that by so 
doing he would alarm the government 
and create so great danger of another 
American 
intervention that his de- 


mands would be instantly granted. 


The government claims 
Bto 
have 


been Informed of the conspiracy sev- 
eral weeks ago and President Gome;; 
then fully determined not to tempor- 
'ize with the revolutionists, but to em- 
brace the opportunity to make a strik- 
ing example of the leaders. For this 
purpose he directed a great concentra- 
tion of troops in the vicinity of Vuel- 
tas to make short work of the affair. 


Persons in Havana well acquainted 


with Cortes represent him as an ex- 
perienced bush fighter, probably ac- 
companied by a strong party capable 
of making desperate resistance to ths 
government troops. 


All other sections of the island show

FOR THE FARMERS 


New Law Will Insure the Quality of 


Seeds Purchased in This State 


Says the Concord Monitor: 
The legislature of Xew Hampshire 


i has enacted a law providing for ilu- 


inspection and guaranty of seeds sold 
to growers of crops. 
This law is in 


line with the legislation in adjoining! 
states and simply requires the dealers' 
in seeds to guaronice the purity ami 
germinating qualities of 
ihp 
seeds 


which tiifcy sell. There has been great 
fraud in the sale of various kinds of 
seeds, clove;- seed in particular, on 
account of being mixed with noxioiu 
weed SL-t.'cls and the real si.'ed liavin.L; 
low germinating power. 


The new law coners upon the state 


board of agriculture the authority to 
require dealers in seeds to place up- 
on each package of a pound or more 
a guaranty of the purity of the seeds 
and of its germinating powers. Sam- 
ples of seeds will be drawn in differ 
em. sections of the stale and submit- 
ted to the experiment station for ini | 
spection. 
This has 
already 
raise.i i 


much opposition from seed dealers in i 
the state, but when they become con- 
vinced, as they will later, that, it i* 
In the Interest, of deal'ers in good seeds 
they will be as much in favor of it a;- 
fertilizer and feeding stuff manufac- 
turers are in favor of the law regulat- ] 
ing the sale of their goods. 


The'law takes effect May lf> whid, 


will be too late for much effooi 
iti 


this year's trade. Regulations will bu 
established by the state board of ag- 
riculture under the law which will re 
quire carrying out the intention of the 
law without, any unreasonable o;' dras- 
tic requirement, upon 
seed 
dealers 


Probably not much effect will come 
rfom the law this year, as no one lias 
had time to get ready for it, but. bj 
another year it will be in full opera- 
tion and will secure to the farmers 
absolute guaranty of the quality of 
the seed which they purchase. 


The slate board of agriculture has 


in its possession a sample of clovei 
seed drawn in the open market whicb 
contains 20 per cent, of noxious weed 
seeds which, if sold, would incorpor- 
ate in the soil weeds which it would 
4-equnu many years to eliminate. 
Il 


is one of the most useful laws in ag- 
ricultural matters that 
could 
possi- 


bly be enacted and when its reason- 
able and proper enforcement is se- 
cured it will show the wisdom of such 
legislation. 
Copies of the law will 


later be furnished by the state boanf 
of agriculture, accompanied 
by 
the 


regulations established by it for its 
enforcement. 


As we have said, it is in line will: 


i he legislation in other states and will 
enable the farmers to purchase, clov- 
er seed, grass seed and millet seed 
with as much assurance of 
getting 


what they expect as they have in the 
purchase of any commodity.
